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Ohio man arraigned in 2017 murder of Egypt Covington

On Sunday afternoon, Timothy Eugene 
Moore, 34, of Ohio was arraigned at 34" 
District Court on nine 
felonies, including first- 
degree murder, in the 
June 22, 2017 death of 
Egypt Covington at her 
Van Buren Township 
home. 

A 11 am., Nov. 

18 probable cause 
conference by Zoom 
was set in front of 34* 
District Court Chief Judge Brian Oakley 
for Moore, who is in the Wayne County 
Jail without bond. 

The original charges are: 


Moore 


e Homicide — murder first degree — 
premeditated; 

e Homicide — felony murder; 

e Home invasion — first degree; 

e Weapons — firearms — possession by 
felon; and 

e Weapons — felony firearm. 

e Four charges of felony firearm were 
added. 

The police department of record for the 
case is listed as the Michigan State Police 
and officer in charge is MSP Detective/ 
Sergeant James Plummer. 

On Nov. 4, Van Buren Township 
Public Safety Director Gregory Laurain 
announced that police had arrested two 
suspects in the 2017 murder of Egypt 
Covington in Van Buren Township. 

He said Van Buren Township police 


have been working in cooperation with 
the Michigan State Police and two persons 
were taken into custody. He said the 
investigation continues and police were 
not releasing any further information at 
that time. 

The second person detained was freed 
after charges were not brought within the 
72-hour limit. 

Covington was found dead with a single 
gunshot wound to the head in her duplex 
on Hull Road on June 23, 2017. The only 
witness to the killing appeared to be her 
small dog Ruby. Those living in the other 
unit were away at a festival in another state. 

Covington, 27, was found by her boyfriend 
who was to be moving in with her soon. He 
said she didn’t answer her texts or phone 
when he called to tell her good morning, as 


he usually did, so he drove to her home to 
check on her. 

He found her body bound with Christmas 
lights on the floor of the living room. 

The current boyfriend and a former 
boyfriend at first were considered suspects 
by police and later dropped. 

“We’re happy it’s moving forward,” 
said Egypt’s father Chuck Covington on 
Monday, referring to the case. “We’re 
happy. We’re sad. We need to find out why. 
She’s still not here. 

“We’re waiting to find out why. Why?” 
he said of the reason for the murder. 

It was not known if the $30,000 reward 
offered by Crime Stoppers for information 
in the murder led to a tip that brought the 
arrest. 


Man who robbed Chase bank in Belleville immediately arrested 


On Saturday, Nov. 7, at approximately 
10:40 a.m., the Belleville Police 
Department was dispatched to the Chase 
bank at 465 Main St. on 
a report of a robbery in 


progress. 
In a news release, 
Belleville Police 


Chief David Robinson 
reported that officers 


from Belleville and 
Van Buren police 
departments responded, 


f but the suspect was 
Stafford gone upon arrival. 

It was determined that the suspect entered 
the bank and presented a note to the teller 
demanding money, Chief Robinson 
reports. Although unspecific violence was 
mentioned, there was no weapon seen or 
implied. 

Due to a quick response and information 
sharing, a potential suspect was located 
near Horizon Park. Investigative efforts 
determined that this suspect was the 
perpetrator of the bank robbery and he was 
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taken into custody, according to the news 
release. 

The suspect arrested was Joe Stafford, 
55, with identification from the State of 
Georgia. Stafford was arraigned in 34" 
District Court by Chief Judge Brian Oakley 
on Tuesday morning on one count of bank 
robbery with the included enhanced charge 
of Habitual Offender — Fourth Offense. 


Bond was set at $10,000/10%. 

Based on a law enforcement information 
sharing database, Stafford may have also 
been involved in a similar crime at the 
Chase bank at Canton Center Road and 
Michigan Avenue on Nov. 5, which is 
currently under investigation. 

“The arrest of this individual is an 
example of excellent police teamwork 


between jurisdictions that we benefit from 
through the professional and excellent 
relationship we share with our neighboring 
communities,’ said Chief Robinson. 
“Credit should also be given to the 
partnership and willingness of our citizens 
and businesses to step-up and assist us in 
reporting crime and in our investigative 
efforts” 


Republican Tim Bowman new supervisor in Sumpter 


Republican Tim Bowman was elected 
supervisor of Sumpter Township according 
to unofficial results of the Nov. 3 General 
Election. 

Bowman earned 2,709 votes, 53.82%, 
over Democrat incumbent supervisor John 
Morgan with 2,291 votes, 45.52%. There 
were 33 write-in votes. 

Re-elected clerk was Esther Hurst, a 
Democrat, who was unopposed on the 
ballot, with 2,984 votes, 93.48%. There 
were 208 write-in votes. 

Democrat James C. Clark was elected 
treasurer with 2,813 votes, 88.77%. There 
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were 356 write-in votes. 

Re-elected trustees in Sumpter was 
Republican Tim Rush, with 3,035 votes, 
23.83%; and Democrats Don LaPorte, 
2,544 votes, 19.97%, and Matt Oddy, 
2,457, 19.29%. Democrat Peggy A. 
Morgan, a former trustee, was also elected, 
with 2,313 votes, 18.16%. 

Former trustee Sheena Barnes earned 
2,244 votes, 17.62%. 

Van Buren Township 

Van Buren Township incumbents, all 
Democrats, were reelected. Supervisor 
Kevin McNamara, earned 12,361 votes, 
96.19%. There were 489 write-in votes for 
supervisor. 

Clerk Leon Wright earned 12,245 votes, 

96.21%. There were 483 write-in votes. 

Treasurer Sharry Budd earned 12,340 
votes, 96.58%, with 437 write-in votes. 


Trustee Reggie Miller was reelected 
with 10,851 votes, 22%; Sherry Frazier 
reelected with 10,745 votes, 21.78%; and 
Kevin Martin reelected with 10,729 votes, 
21.75%. Also elected trustee was Donald 
Boynton, Jr., a Democratic newcomer to 
the board, with 10,520 votes, 21.33%. 

Republican challenger for trustee, 
Cameron Porzondek, was unsuccessful 
with 5,993 votes, 12.15%. 

The Van Buren Township Public Safety 
Millage Renewal Proposal of 6.3931 mills 
for seven years beginning December 
2024 was approved with 10,124 yes votes 
(67.04%) and 4,977 no votes (32.96%). 

City of Belleville 

In Belleville, Proposal 1, to allow 
marijuana dispensaries in the city, passed 
with 1,261 yes votes (65.27%) and 671

Van Buren School Board passes added COVID detail, 5-1

The Van Buren Public Schools Board of 
Education gave School Supt. Pete Kudlak 
the power to change district learning from 
in-person and remote to all remote without 
a vote of the board. 

At Monday’s meeting of the board of 
education the vote was 5-1 to approve 
Supt. Kudlak’s request for the change to 
the Extended COVID-19 Plan Approval. 
The plan needs to be confirmed every 
month and sent to the state. 

Board President Amy Pearce was 
not present at the meeting because she 
reportedly was in quarantine. 

Supt. Kudlak said he made a modification 
as to what could be done if they had 
to go all remote. He said he asked the 
board’s attorney and the attorney said the 
amendment could just be added to the plan 
and the board would vote on the plan as 
usual. 

Outgoing board Trustee Keith Johnston 
voted against confirming the plan with the 
new amendment giving Kudlak the power 
to change the method of education without 
a vote of the board. 

“Td like to the public to have a say,” 
Trustee Johnston said. 

“Tf there was an outbreak in one building, 
I could close one building,’ Kudlak 
explained. “It gives flexibility.” 

“I think public input is more important,” 
Johnson said, noting a special board 
meeting can be called for a vote. 

Kudlak said this is a COVID-related 
change and a parent who wants in-person 
classes wouldn’t want that if there were 42 
positive cases. 

Vice president Susan Featheringill, who 
was chairing the meeting, asked Johnston 
if he was uncomfortable voting now, and 
Johnson said, “No, I would vote no right 
now.” 

Trustee Simone Pinter said if the health 
department recommended closings the 


classrooms now, the board would have to 
have a board meeting to do so. 

Johnston said he didn’t feel comfortable 
having Kudlak make the decision. 

Kudlak said the health department 
could come in and say the district is in 
Phase 3. He said if Wayne County decides 
the rates are too high, they could give a 
recommendation to close and the board 
decides whether to listen to that. 

When the board discussed how long 
Kudlak could shut down in-person 
learning, Kudlack said he thinks it would 
be short-term, keeping the students out for 
a while. Long-term would be closing the 
classrooms until February. 

“I think this is a safety thing,” Kudlak 
said. “If we feel it’s not safe to have kids 
in there, we could close for a two or three- 
week period.” 

He said the health department gives 
an update every two weeks and gives a 
recommendation. 

“While in our building, they are super- 
safe,” he said of the students. “I guarantee, 
they’re not acting that way at home.” 

Kudlak said the health department 
recommends how long it takes to clear up 
an outbreak. 

In other business at Monday’s meeting, 
the board: 

e Received information on a proposed 
crosswalk from Country Walk subdivision 
to Savage Elementary School that 
would save two school bus runs into the 
subdivision. The project has been under 
consideration for about a year and a half 
and involves reducing the speed in front of 
the school to 25 mph during school hours 
and putting in a device where students 
could push a button and it would stop 
traffic. A traffic study showed there is not 
enough traffic for a full light. A $21,695 
lump sum to Spaulding Dedecker to 
complete civil engineering design work is 
being recommended as a first step and will 
be considered at an upcoming meeting: 


e Received information on Plante Moran 
Bid Packet #2 (Group A) for the next part of 
the Early Childhood Development Center 
now under construction southeast of the 
high school. The packet will be brought to 
the next meeting for a vote; 

e Was introduced to the new student 
board member Olivia Sylvestre, who is 
senior class president. She told the board 
she is in remote learning and it has been 
going very well for her; 

e Approved hiring the following 
remote teachers: Amanda Haas at Tyler 
Elementary, Khaii Mason at Savage 
Elementary, Emily Nadrowski at Edgemont 
Elementary; and Kimberly Lammers 
at Rawsonville Elementary; along with

remote interventionist Cristine Gulu at 
Rawsonville Elementary; 

e Accepted the resignation of Brenda 
Thomas from the Transportation 
Department after one year of service; and 
the terminations of Yvette Gorecki from 
Transportation after six years of service 
and Michael Dotson from Plant Operations 
after one year of service; 

e Approved the employment of custodian 
Christopher Tharpe and IT support 
representatives Hussein Alakhrass and 
Devin McCafferty; and 

e Heard presentations from Haggerty, 
Savage, and Tyler schools on their 
programs. 


Hopkins, Parker to have live 
preliminary exams at 9 a.m., Dec. 8

Daniel Preston Hopkins, 36, of Westland, 
has his live preliminary exam set for 9 
a.m., Dec. 8 before 34" District Court 
Chief Judge Brian Oakley. 

Hopkins is charged with assault with 
intent to murder, assault with intent to do 
great bodily harm less than murder, and 
assault with a dangerous weapon (felonious 
assault) on July 31 in Van Buren Township. 

Bond originally was set at $100,000 cash 
or surety, but later reduced to $10,000/10% 
and he bonded out. He is required to wear a 
GPS tether. His defense attorney is William 
Glenn. 

Prosecutor on both the Hopkins and 
Parker cases is John Trummer. 

Kenneth Lamont Parker 

Hopkins’ co-defendant Kenneth Lamont 
Parker, 40, of Ypsilanti, also has his live 
preliminary exam set for 9 a.m., Dec. 8 


before Judge Oakley. He is charged with 
14 felonies, including one count of first- 
degree criminal sexual conduct, one count 
of assault with intent to rob while armed, 
four assault charges, one aggravated 
assault, and weapons charges in VBT on 
July 31. 

He is in the Wayne County Jail on $1 
million cash or surety bond. Defense 
attorney is Ben Gonek. 

Andres Daniel Duran-Escamilla 
Andres Daniel Duran-Escamilla of 
Detroit had his probable cause conference 
adjourned until Dec. 2 because his defense 
attorney Cheryl Quick needs discovery. 
Duran-Escamilla is charged with assault 
with a dangerous weapon (felonious 
assault) on Oct. 6 in VBT. He is free after 
posting bond of $2,000/10%.

School Supt. urges 
COVID safety rules 


Pete Kudlak, superintendent of the 
Van Buren Public Schools, urged the 
Belleville-area community to practice 
safety procedures to keep the COVID-19 
pandemic at bay in this community. 

At Monday’s regular meeting of the board 
of education he said he sees a lot of people 
hanging out in the park at Five Points and 
there are no masks. That concerns him. 

He said there have been just eight positive 
COVID-19 tests of staff and students in the 
Van Buren district and 45 people have been 
quarantined. He said all the transmissions 
came from the outside the school and no 
transmissions were in their district. Most 
knew exactly where they had the contact, 
he said. 

Supt. Kudlak said there are more likely 
to be transmissions among those who are 
coming to school in person. He said a lot 
of families need to have their kids at school 
because of baby-sitting issues, emotional 
needs, and other reasons. That’s why an 
all-remote-learning district would be hard 
for families, but that’s where the district 
would head if the numbers rise. 

He called for the community to practice 
good behaviors outside the school district 
and to remember the more times you are 
putting yourself at risk outside the school 
district the more likely you are to bring it 
into the school district. 

“We've got a good thing going and we 
want to keep it,” Kudlak said, referring to 
the low incidence of positive tests in the 
district.

We looked up the background in the 
Michigan Department of Corrections 
listing on Timothy Eugene Moore, who was 
charged in the murder of Egypt Covington. 
It’s very strange. It says he was in prison 
on a charge of assault with intent to rob 
while armed, which happened Nov. 3, 2008. 
He was discharged Sept. 4, 2018. Egypt’s 
murder took place in June 2017, so this 
person was still in prison. 

Maybe there are two people named 
Timothy Eugene Moore with the same 
birthdate of Feb. 13, 1986. Stranger things 
have happened. 

Bill Wolters of Stoney Creek Motorsports 
reported he came into his shop at the corner 
of W. Columbia Avenue and High Street in 
the City of Belleville on Sunday, Nov. 1, to 
clean up the place, the way he always does 
on Sundays. 

But, that Sunday he found a broken 
window on the lake side and thousands of 
dollars of missing equipment and vehicles, 
some of which were owned by others and he 
had been working on. 

Belleville Police Chief David Robinson 
said there are currently no leads in the case, 
which is under investigation.

During the presentations from Haggerty,

“California schools” because the classrooms 
had outside doors that people in Michigan 
didn’t need. 

Time to “pivot” on that idea. 

I was really glad to attend a school board 
meeting in person on Monday since I hadn’t 
been to one since spring. They have had 
Zoom meetings through the pandemic until 
recently. This was the board’s third in-person 
meeting. But P’ve been busy on Monday 
nights, until this week, since my son fell out 
of the tree. I had to work with someone who 
came after his real job ended on Mondays 
and Tuesdays to put out the paper. 

We met Monday in the Belleville High 
School Commons. Everyone wore a mask 
and we were asked to sit one to a table. It 
looked like everything was well thought out.

Then it was announced there will be no 
microphones because the person who took 
care of that was in quarantine.
